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TWO LONGTIME SENATE COLLEAGUES VIEW 
BETSY JOHNSON AS A BOLD LEGISLATOR, BUT DISAGREE 
ABOUT WHAT SHE MIGHT DO AS GOVERNOR

eferencing the state of Oregon’s motto, 

gubernatorial candidate Betsy John- 

son has said along the campaign trail 

that, without party allegiance, she would 

fly with her own wings. If the unaffili- 

ated Johnson were elected, it would be 

historic win for someone to become 

governor without the backing of a major political party. 
But how well would she fly? 

With less than a month to go until the Nov. 8 election, 
two state senators from Eugene-Springfield, who worked 
alongside Johnson for years, say she was known for her 
bold personality in the Senate, but what that means for 
Oregonians in the general election varies. It could either 
mean bringing the state together in a time of political 
polarization, or it could result in bullying legislators to push 
an agenda that she hasn’t been forthright with voters on. 

And there’s a third possible ending to the Johnson 
bid for governor: a scenario where the former Democrat 
ushers in the first Republican governor in decades. 

Eugene Weekly reached out to the Johnson campaign 
for an interview. The campaign communication’s team 
responded that Johnson was “very busy doing editorial 
board interviews with objective news sources.” 

In 2004, Johnson was elected to the Oregon Senate, 
representing Scappoose, a seat she held until 2021 when 
she resigned to focus on her independent bid for governor. 
One of the few lawmakers who’s served alongside John- 
son for her whole Senate career is Sen. Floyd Prozanski 
of Eugene, appointed to the Senate in 2003 to replace 
former Sen. Tony Corcoran, who left the seat for a spot 
on the Employment Appeals Board. 

Prozanski says he saw Johnson use intimidation to 
get her way as vice chair of the Ways and Means Joint 
Committee, the legislative body whose duties include 
setting the state budget. He recalls Johnson standing in 
the way of supporting bills on gun safety, criminal justice 
reform and the environment. 
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State Sen. Lee Beyer of Springfield remembers being 
frustrated with Johnson over HB 2020, a cap and trade 
bill for which he and other Democrats traveled throughout 
the state to hold town halls that ended up going nowhere 
when Republicans, led by then-Republican House Minority 
Leader Christine Drazan, fled the state to rob the Legis- 
lature of a quorum. 

But Beyer, who retires from the Senate in December, 
says he respects her nonetheless. He and Johnson haven’t 
always agreed on policy, but that he’s always appreciated 
her work ethic and how much she cares about the state. 
Beyer says that he saw Johnson work well with oppos- 
ing views when she was co-chair of the Ways and Means 
Joint Committee, and she even helped Beyer fund mental 
health programs. 

“You know exactly where Betsy stands at any time. 
She says exactly what she’s thinking about,” Beyer says. 

Prozanski disagrees, saying that through her polished 
30-second TV ads, Johnson’s campaign has painted a 
candidate who doesn’t match her voting record. 

He points to a recent ad where she says she would 
support an age requirement on purchasing semi auto- 
matic weapons. But he says throughout her Senate career, 
she opposed many gun safety bills, some of which include 
expanding background checks and the red flag law where 
law enforcement removes weapons if the owner has shown 
they could be a danger to themselves or to others. 

And Prozanski says she holds outdated views on crimi- 
nal justice reform. “She’s willing to stick with positions 
that are not supported by science,” he says. 

Prozanski, whose day job is working as a prosecutor 
and whose sister was murdered by a boyfriend with a 
firearm, says Johnson has supported building prisons 
rather than pursuing evidence-based criminal reform 
policies that the Legislature has passed in recent years. 

“These are things that she has demonstrated over and 
over again that she’s into retribution in the criminal justice 
system and not into reformative forms of justice,” he says. 


Beyer is the only Democrat in the Legislature to back 
Johnson for governor and was an early supporter. His 
political committee, Friends of Lee Beyer, contributed 
$1,000 to Johnson in November 2021. 

Of the three candidates, Beyer says Johnson is more 
likely to challenge Portland’s role in holding power in the 
capitol and bring the two parties together. “She’s the 
only one who can bridge this great divide,” he says. “She 
will take the best ideas of both and cause them both to 
work together. Whether she can be successful with that? 
I don’t know.” 

Johnson’s campaign made headlines early in the guber- 
natorial campaign trail for her large sums of contributions 
from individual donors. She’s raised nearly $17 million 
since 2021, with her average contribution $5,623 — more 
than Tina Kotek’s $2,365 and Christine Drazan’s $3,953. 
Average contributions are used as a way to gauge how 
much grassroots support a candidate has. 

Johnson’s largest contributors include $663,000 
from Tim Boyle of Columbia Sportswear, $750,000 from 
The Papé Group construction company, and $500,683 
from Sierra Pacific Industries lumber company. But her 
biggest contributor is Phil Knight of Nike, who has given 
her $3.75 million. 

Johnson’s large sums of money that she’s received 
from Oregon’s wealthy indicates how close she is to them 
from her time as vice chair of the Ways and Means Joint 
Committee. “She’s been able to help deliver and take 
positions that have been favorable to Nike,” Prozanski 
says. As the gubernatorial campaign continues, he says 
he expects more people to contribute because she can 
keep Kotek out of the governor’s office. 

Eugene-based Rachel Bitecofer co-founded the pro- 
Democratic Party Strike PAC but left the organization in 
April 2022 to workas a political strategist for Democrats. 
Johnson has more endorsements from Republican poli- 
ticians than Democrats, but Bitecofer says that doesn’t 
mean that she’ll be popular with Republican voters. 
“Republicans won’t vote for a fucking Democrat,” she says. 

Republican voters are more tribal, meaning they’ll 
remain in-step with their political party, she says. What- 
ever support Johnson gets on Election Day will more 
than likely come from Democratic Party voters who think 
Johnson is a centric candidate, rather than Republican 
voters or even unaffiliated voters. 

And published poll data suggests Johnson is siphoning 
Democrat voters. An Oct. 4 poll by Emerson College shows 
Drazan with 36 percent of the vote, Kotek 34. percent and 
Johnson with 19 percent. A breakdown of the poll shows 
that of those who say they would vote for Johnson if the 
election were today, 17 percent were Democrats, 8 percent 
Republicans and 28.6 percent registered in another party. 

“If Democrats do not vote at 90 percent for Kotek like 
Republicans will ultimately do for Drazan, that is going 
to make that floor attainable for Drazan,” Bitecofer says. 

Beyer says he thinks unaffiliated voters, the largest bloc 
of voters in Oregon but the one with the lowest turnout, will 
support Johnson. And there will be support from Republicans 
who are aligned with the old school Tom McCall- and Mark 
Hatfield-era party. Johnson, he adds, is similar to former 
Washington state Gov. Dixy Lee Ray, known for adversarial 
relationships with her fellow Democrats. 

Prozanski, though, is unsure about comparing Johnson 
to Ray, instead remarking that she’s no Gov. Ann Richards, 
the most recent Democratic Texas governor from 1991 to 
1995 known for her work in reforming many of the state’s 
programs. If Johnson is elected, he says that he imagines 
that she would frequently exercise executive orders or 
stand in the way of legislation that she doesn’t approve of. 

“Tt’s her way or hit the highway,” Prozanski says. “She 
makes no qualms. She’s not a facilitator of bringing people 
together to have open, broad discussions. She has a plan 
and she’s going to implement it, and she’s going to step 
on the air hose whenever she’s not in control or doesn’t 
like something.” m

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DRAG QUEEN STORYTIME FACES INTERNATIONAL 
ONSLAUGHT FROM RIGHT-WING TROLLS

drag queen storytime event at a local pub is under attack from right- 
wing extremists who are flooding social media with toxic comments 
trying to sexualize the all-ages event. The storytime, scheduled for 
Oct. 23 at Old Nick’s Pub, is “meant to bring a safe space for all fami- 
lies,” its organizer says. 
Thestorytime features several drag queens in costume reading stories 
and fairy tales, and a couple performances, says Jammie Roberts, the 
organizer who performs at the all-ages event as Princess Maliena. Typical drag perfor- 
mances feature people in elaborate drag costumes dancing and lip syncing to music. 

The drag queen storytime at Old Nick’s Pub is far from the first family-friendly 
drag event in Lane County. Barnes and Noble bookstore as well as the Eugene Public 
Library have had drag queen storytimes in the past several years. The trigger for the 
online hate is that one of the invited performers is ll-year-old Vanellope Macpherson 
Dupont (her drag name). The presence of the young drag artist, who has performed at 
previous storytimes, has led to unfounded allegations of pedophilia and sexualization. 

“This is not a sexual drag event,” says Emily Chappell of Old Nick’s. “Drag is an art 
form. There’s nothing sexual about drag inherently.” She also refutes the accusations 
that having an all-ages event at a “bar” is problematic because, as she points out, Old 
Nick’s is not a bar; it’s a European-style pub and event venue. “It’s a pub,” she says, “a 
restaurant and a public space.” She calls the attempts to paint the children’s event as 
sexual or inappropriate, “twisted and weird.” 

Right-wing social media influencer Andy Ngo has been amplifying the attacks on his 
Twitter feed. Ngo is ajournalist whose credibility is frequently questioned and who has 
allegedly been associated with the neo-fascist Proud Boys. Rolling Stone referred to 
him as a “right-wing troll” in a 2019 article on his manipulation of mainstream media. 

Ngo’s tweets about the event have led to breathless coverage in The Daily Caller and 
the U.K.-based tabloid Daily Mail that Chappell says is inflammatory and inaccurate. 
The Daily Caller was founded by Fox News host Tucker Carlson. 

In an article in The Post Millennial, where Ngo is editor-at-large, Ngo attempts to 
paint the drag event as pedophilic by pointing out that a drag queen who has appeared 
in photographs with Vanellope was later arrested on charges of child pornography. 
Chappell calls that a “skewing of the narrative” and says if there was any association 
“it was years ago and brief.” 

When Eugene Weekly reached out to Ngo about his tweets, he doubled down on his 
allegations, as did his Twitter-troll followers. 

Roberts says the event is “whimsical” and “is meant to be a positive thing.” And as 
a queer youth raised in Medford who was told being queer was wrong, the drag queen 
storytime is a way to “celebrate you being you.” 

Roberts also questions how Vanellope’s makeup and drag performances are any 
different from the young “USA Freedom Kids” who famously performed their song 
“Freedom’s Call” at a 2016 election rally for Donald Trump while in elaborate dresses 
and makeup. 

“The issue here is they want to label queer people as pedophiles,” Roberts says, 
“and that’s not true.” And, they add, making the family-friendly event unsafe isn’t right. 

Chappell says as of now the pub’s drag storytime event is still on. Community 
members are calling for folks to rally in support of the pub, and Chapell says she has 
also reached out to the Eugene Police Department. She calls Vanellope a “really vibrant 
and amazing girl,” and says while Old Nick’s doesn’t plan to back down, whether or not 
the child performs at the weekend event, “We support her.” m

Chadhurst Jainlett Sharpe has long held a passion 
for the written word. He vividly remembers walking into 
Barnes and Noble when he was 20, and discovering a trea- 
sure in the works of Neil Gaiman. “I was there for the whole 
rest of the day,” he says, reading every Gaiman novel he 
could get his hands on. “I love that he’s able to take these 
intangible things and put them into print.” 

When Sharpe began writing his own fiction, he found 
himself constantly drawn to the gothic horror genre. 
But that’s changing. “The last few years," he says, “it 
has changed to surrealism or even magical realism — 
there’s even a few fiction pieces that are set in the real 
world as well.” 

Sharpe’s latest novella, The Wives of Isabella Danger 
(2020), is a departure from the voice he typically writes 
in. “The main character is a Hispanic woman whois slowly 
realizing she might be gay,” he says. “She’s a writer and 
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gets this assignment to interview this ex-celebrity she’s 
always been a fan of.” The novella centers on a conver- 
sation between Isabella Danger and the main character, 
and it takes place during an afternoon. Sharpe aims to 
push himself out of his comfort zone artistically. “I’ve 
never written anything like it, and I really like howit came 
out,” he says. 

Though the genre may change, the themes Sharpe 
is naturally drawn to have remained consistent. “I find 
myself drawn to diction, [to] self discovery a lot," he says, 
“and the kind of dual idea as to whether things actually 
change or stay the same.” 

Currently, Sharpe is at work rewriting his first novel, 
which he published in 2016. “I’ve grown since then,” Sharpe 
says of Alton Heights. “I feel very good about it, and I’m 
excited to get this story back out there.”

Entering Cowfish Dance Club in downtown Eugene is 
like entering a colorful club from the 1970s. A wavy wall 
of glittery tile shines down on you as you dance the night 
away on the pale blue floor, and you can even sit at the bar 
and observe the fish in the large tank on the wall. 

If you come on a Friday night, DJ SPOC-3PO, aka 
Shawn DiFiore who owns Cowfish Dance Club and Cafe, 
will provide your soundtrack for the evening. And, yes, 
he will take your song requests. 

“Tt’s not about me anymore,” DiFiore says about choos- 
ing music for his set, noting that some Dus criticize him 
for taking song requests. “It’s a club. It’s about the whole 
room.” 

DiFiore says the critics argue that accepting song 
requests takes away from the artistry of being a Dd, but 
to him, the music is for the people dancing in the club. 
He says 80 percent of DJing is selecting the best songs 
for their set, and the other 20 percent is technique — or 
blending songs together. 


SPOC-3P0 
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For DiFiore, the technique is where artistry comes in. 
And he says he never pre-records his sets to play — he 
mixes songs together at the show, never replaying the 
exact same set. 

“T always play on the fly,” he says. “I have taught myself 
how to mixalmost anything together within some proxim- 
ity of BPMs.” In music, BPM refers to beats per minute, 
or how fast the song is played. 

DiFiore has been DJing in Eugene since 2004, and he 
says he is grateful to all the people who he works with, 
including Cowfish staff as well as those who come out to 
dance. He is especially grateful for the people who come 
out to dance that respect the space and other people. 

“It makes it acommunity,” DiFiore says about people 
being respectful at the club. “It makes it a different type 
of space than a lot of group spaces that are allowed to 
happen in our society.” — Krista Kroiss

Inga Wilson, our readers’ choice this year for Best 
Actor/Actress in town, got her start on stage because 
she was borna redhead. “I did a whole lot of Annie stuff,” 
she says, starting as a kid growing up in Minnesota. “At 
my school, in every talent show, I would sing “The Sun Will 
Come Out Tomorrow.” 

She kept performing through middle school and high 
school, and soon was studying theater — with a minor in 
journalism — at Drake University in Des Moines, Iowa. 

After college, life took her to a series of big cities — 
Detroit, Chicago and Los Angeles among them. And 
theater led to anumber of movie roles. Perhaps her favor- 
ite was in A Very Harold & Kumar Christmas, where she 
worked alongside Kal Penn — who would go on to play a 
doctor in the TV series House and a real-life role in the 
Barack Obama White House. “Kal Penn is just an incred- 
ible human being,” she says. 

Wilson, now 46, moved to Eugene six years ago and 
has appeared in or directed half a dozen shows at Oregon 
Contemporary Theatre — the only union house in town 
where she can appear, as amember of both Actors Equity 
and the Screen Actors Guild. In 2016, an EW reviewer 
noted her “Katharine Hepburn chemistry” in an onstage 
romance in OCT’s Silent Sky. She directed Tiny Beautiful 
Things last year at OCT when the theater returned to live 
performance after a pandemic hiatus. 

While teaching classes at OCT, Wilson expects to 
direct ashow — yet to be announced — in the coming OCT 
season.

After a few false starts in comedy in her teens and 
20s, Jen Jay signed up for her first comedy open mic at 
Luckey’s in downtown Eugene. (That mic still happens 
each Tuesday). With comedy club-owning relatives, she 
always wanted to try stand-up for herself. Since that 
first experience at Luckey’s, which she describes as “not 
awful,” Jay has gone on to perform several nights a week 
at open mics, to host her own open mic “Jokin’ Off with 
Jen Jay” at The Drake Bar in Eugene every second and 
fourth Wednesday each month, and to appear ina variety 
of comedy showcases in Eugene and elsewhere. 

The Eugene Weekly Best of Eugene 2022 Best Stand- 
up Comedian winner moved to Eugene in 2004 from 
Long Beach, California. As Jay puts it, she was raised by a 
“wild mom,” and she uses that as a jumping-off point for 
her material. “We moved around a lot as a kid. My mom 
wasn't in the military or anything, she just wrote a lot of 
hot checks,” is a classic Jay-ism. “It’s totally true,” Jays 
tells EW over the phone. “I had a wild upbringing around 
wild people,” she says. “I use that as ajumping-off point to 
deal with the trauma,” but also as a jumping-off point to 
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find things hilarious now, she says. If you’re interested in 
trying stand-up for yourself, Jay says to just go for it. “If 
you're scared, come to my mic,” she continues. “I'll hold your 
hand. I'll also stay six feet away if you need that. It’s been my 
experience that the Eugene comedy scene is friendly and 
open. There’s room for everyone’s voice.” — Will Kennedy

In a post-pandemic lockdown Eugene drag scene 
where new performers are popping up left and right, 
Slutashia has maintained her status as one of the town’s 
most popular queens. This year’s Best of Eugene award 
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marks Slutashia’s third — after she snagged the title in 
2018 and 2020. 

Beyond the extravagant looks and makeup that are 
typical to drag, Slutashia — who goes by Sam Thrower 
out of drag — is known for her songwriting and live rap 
numbers. Her persona is strongly influenced by Black 
artists like Beyoncé, Nicki Minaj and Rihanna, she says. 

Slutashia began her career in October 2015, when she 
dressed up to have fun and “feel [her] sexy fantasy” at a 
Halloween party. The next year, she did it again. And then 
she decided to give drag a real shot. 

Although she started off with lip syne performances, 
Slutashia says she was inspired by drag artists like Adore 
Delano and Alaska Thunderfuck 5000 to incorporate her 
own music into her drag. She’s been writing music since 
middle school. “I wouldn’t say my music was as fierce 
before,” she says. “Slutashia has brought my music to 
another lane, another level and given me that confidence 
to go out and perform like I didn’t before.” 

Slutashia has taken that confidence all in stride. She 
wants to continue to work with new performers, to learn 
from them and to give them the opportunity “to go on 
stage and feel that fantasy” and grow their own drag. 

And her title as this year’s Best Drag Queen doesn’t 
hurt, either. “I just want to represent for queer people of 
color as much as I can,” she says, “because there’s not 
a ton of us in Oregon. It’s always an honor to represent 
Black queer artists.” 

Readers can catch the next iteration of Slutashia’s 
show, Slutty Queens, at Cowfish Dance Club on Nov. 18.

In a city filled with amazing murals and street art, 
Suspish’s work still manages to stand out. There’s some- 
thing about those blue-ish fish that delights folks of all 
ages.

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Nelson Lopez’s two restaurants wear many Best Of 
crowns this year: Best Latin American Food, Best Take- 
out, Best Server, Best Food Cart, Best New Restaurant. 
And can you blame readers? Whether you visit Nelson’s 
in the Whit (located in the historic Tiny Tavern building) 
or Nelson’s Taqueria (in the parking lot of Tiny Tavern), 
you're not only eating affordable yet amazing food but 
Lopez treats every customer as if they’re the most impor- 
tant person in the world. And he says he’s happy that 
customers love him back. 

Food prices, like everything else, are rising over time, 
but Lopez says he works hard to keep his prices affordable 
at Nelson’s Taqueria. All of the cart’s menu is under $15, 
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whether you’re ordering multiple tacos or a huge burrito. 
Lopez says he watches his food supplier prices carefully so 
customers don’t have to see menu prices keep increasing. 

The most popular item at Nelson’s Taqueria and Nelson’s 
in the Whit, Lopez says, is the birria, which he marinates 
overnight with a blend of 16 spices. Birria, beef brisket 
in the U.S., is having its moment in Eugene, where food 
carts and Mexican restaurants offer some sort of it. More 
commonly served around town as quesabirria, where birria 
fills a cheesy tortilla, Nelson’s quesabirria tacos are filled 
with tender meat and is so good it’s worth marking your 
calendars for Tuesdays and Fridays, the only days when he 
serves it. He limits its availability, he says, because it takes 
solong to cook and he doesn’t want to serve customers old 
birria. “It’s better to sell it fresh,” he adds. 

Lopez opened Nelson’s in the Whit in November 2021, 
moving into the Tiny Tavern, a building in the White- 
aker neighborhood recognized in the U.S. National Park 
Service’s National Register of Historic Places. Lopez isn’t 
just celebrating the one-year anniversary of Nelson’s in 
the Whit, but also having Abby Young at the restaurant, 
who’s this year’s Best Server. And he agrees with readers 
because she treats customers like he does. “You have to 
give the heart, the smile to your customer,” Lopez says.

Rackhouse, voted first place, is at Oakshire’s poppin’

food cart pod, one of the best in Lane County. Connor 
Balfrey, owner, says that he opened the cart with his friend 
Chris Barry a few years ago. The two researched barbe- 
cue in various U.S. regions and perfected the styles they 
liked best. What makes Rackhouse special, Balfrey says, 
is the 17-spice rub that it uses in every menu item. “It’s 
a flavor profile that you can associate with us,” he says, 
from ribs to tri-tip. But the food cart isn’t only focused 
on meat. Balfrey says the menu includes pulled pork, but 
instead of meat it substitutes jackfruit — a fruit that has 
recently become a vegan staple in restaurants and kitchens. 
Jackfruit is tough to pull off, but Balfrey says Rackhouse 
marinates it for hours, which packs in a ton of flavor. And 
the restaurant is eager to take on special items, such as 
a Chicago beef sandwich, which Balfrey says Rackroom 
offered before Hulu’s The Bear popularized the greasy 
staple. “We made it with tri-tip that we cooked down so 
it was shreddable,” he says. — Henry Houston

When it comes to piercing, Jared Hill, owner of Area 
5] Piercing and Fine Jewelry, believes in a philosophy of 
care, calling piercing a “self care industry.” 

“This is an industry where people decide that they’re 
ready to treat themselves... want to make themselves feel 
better,” he says. “Whether their day was cruddy, or they 
want to do something special or it’s a present.” 

Piercing is a form of self care, but it also requires a 
client-piercer relationship built on care and trust.

Everybody had their pandemic comfort during the 
height of COVID-19. Mine was The Kiva Grocery. Not 
only did it feel safe to shop there, thanks to Kiva’s careful 
protocols, but the little grocery at the corner of llth and 
Olive has that little bit of everything that makes it feel 
bigger than it is. German gummy candies? Check. Cheap 
wine (and nice wine, but let’s face it, I’m a $7.99 wine kinda 
journalist)? Check. A deli that delights meatatarians and 
vegetarians alike? Check. My only complaint is that the 
kimchi tacos don’t happen often enough. But that’s OK 
because the pimento cheese sandwich makes up for it. 

The folks that work there are helpful and totally them- 
selves — there’s no corporate uniform, just their own 
unique styles.

MAKAYA MCCRAVEN 


Don’t look now, but there may be ajazz insurgency afoot as artists like Makaya McCraven — touring in support 
of 2022’s excellent Jn These Times — seek to goose the genre back into relevance. A drummer, bandleader and self- 
described “beat scientist,” McCraven co-headlines with Louis Cole Big Band Thursday, Oct. 20 at WOW Hall. 
Cole comes to Eugene in support of his own 2022 release Quality Over Opinion. 

Where Louis Cole leans into avant-garde funk with elements of modern hip hop and a strong vocal presence, 


McCraven in some sense harkens back to the last great mainstream generation of jazz innovators from the 1970s like 
Herbie Hancock, Stanley Clarke and Miles Davis. In that period those artists fused elements of jazz with rock music, 
and McCraven does the same, this time with the cut ‘n’ paste sensibilities of modern electronic music underneath 


traditional jazz instrumentation. There are horns, eclectic string arrangements and McRaven’s precise percussion, 
with memorable melodies on songs like the quintuple-time “High Fives.” 
Tellingly, McCraven and Cole perform at WOW Hall — perhaps not typically thought of as ajazz venue. But hey, 
Dave Brubeck took jazz to college, and now McRaven brings jazz to the rock club. 
Soul’d Out presents Louis Cole Big Band and Makaya McCraven 8 pm Thursday, Oct. 20 at WOW Hall; $25 advance, 
$30 door, all-ages. — Will Kennedy

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VLT’S MURDER ON THE ORIENT EXPRESS OFFERS A 
FRESH TAKE ON THE AGATHA CHRISTIE CLASSIC

ew stories boast enough dramatic staying power to capture our collec- 
tive imagination almost a century after publication, but Agatha Chris- 
tie’s 1934. classic novel Murder on the Orient Express is one such tale. 

In The Very Little Theater’s fall production, we begin in Sofia, Bulgaria, 
as famous detective Hercule Poirot (Achilles Massahos) procures a last- 
minute ticket from his friend Monsieur Bouc (David Smith) aboard the 
sold-out Orient Express. When a murder is committed and a snowdrift 

halts the train, Poirot must solve the case to prevent further bloodshed. The colorful 
international array of passengers aboard the train all become suspects. 

Ken Ludwig’s script is funnier than any of the cinematic adaptations of Murder I’ve 
seen. The allure of Murder on the Orient Express stems not only from the mystery and 
drama, but the play’s eclectic cast of characters. Ludwig’s script plays up each char- 
acter’s eccentricity, allowing for many comedic scenes. 

These scenes, of course, wouldn’t draw the ready bursts of laughter from the audi- 
ence without impeccable comedic timing from the cast and excellent direction by 
Maggie Hadley. Through Hadley’s direction, the performance is also well paced, with 
emotional monologues delivered in the last act with increased fervor — each filled with 
cleverly timed pauses after revealing lines. 

Zepha Wright, in her first performance at VLT, absolutely steals the show as Mrs. 
Hubbard. She gives a nuanced yet hilarious performance as the tough talking Ameri- 
can passenger with an outrageous sense of humor. Her one-liners connected with the 
full house audience, and are featured consistently as one of the highlights in the show. 

Other notable performances include Massahos as the ever charming detective Poirot 
and Denise LaCroix as the aloof Russian Princess Dragomiroff. Massahos’ delivery 
of the final monologue was so well executed that audience members leapt from their 
seats in applause as the stage went black. “I ask myself, is this justice?” he says. “Did 
Ido the right thing?” 

LaCroix’s dry humored Princess Dragomiroff is joined by her bumbling Swedish 
traveling companion Greta Ohlsson (Vanessa Norman). The duo play off each other 
well, and the contrast between the two makes for some amusing moments. 

A challenge for any stage production of Murder on the Orient Express is captur- 
ing the look and feel of a moving train. Thanks to Eric Hadley’s sound design, we are 
immersed in the play from the beginning. The sound of a train racing down the tracks 
sets up the atmosphere of the production. 

Set designers Sarah Etherton and Ali McQueen have created an appealing, balanced 
design for the eye, with the construction of a deep wooden interior of a train cart that 
includes the bedrooms, a hallway and a dining room where some of the most dramatic 
scenes take place. The set provides an apt backdrop for the slamming of doors, sudden 
outbursts of tears in hallways and the discovery of a body. 

This staging of Murder, like Christie’s novel, delves into questions of morality, loyalty 
and justice. But it also mines the play adaptation’s comedic vein, which makes for a 
fresh, authentic take ona beloved classic mystery. Actors deliver the dramatic moments 
with the necessary gravitas, but fortunately, the whodunit isn’t overly pedantic, and 
the steps of the investigation are broken up by quips from a talented cast. 

VLT’s production is entertaining even if you know how the story ends.

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AFTER FIVE YEARS OFF, CANADIAN ROCK INDIE QUINTET ALVVAYS 
RETURNS TO EUGENE FEELING FEISTY

ollowing a five-year break lengthened by 
the COVID-19 pandemic, Canadian indie 
guitar pop quintet Alvvays has returned 
with its third-album Blue Rev — and from 
the sounds of things, the prolonged absence 

did the band good. 
Always (pronounced “Always”) plays 
McDonald Theatre Oct. 21.Though often traditionalist 
in their rock band arrangements, the guitars on Blue Rev 
are louder and more aggressive, even more so than in the 
past. The sound underpins lead singer Molly Rankin’s 
trademark literate and often witty sad-girl lyrics and 

singing style. 

Speaking from her home in Toronto, Canada, Rankin 
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calls that assessment fair. She likens the subtle shift on 
Blue Rev to what the band sounds like live on stage. “I’ve 
generally been a fan of loud guitars,” Rankin says. “There 
are parts of this album that channel that a bit better,” such 
as album highlight “Pomeranian Spinster,” a Ramones- 
style bop with elements of swinging ’60s French pop 
music. The song devolves into an ecstatically deranged 
guitar outro from Always lead guitarist Alec O’Hanley. 
New Wave-y keyboards from Kerri MacLellan are also 
a big part of what Always does, like on Blue Revu’s “Very 
Online Guy,” in which Rankin sings “He’s a very online 
guy... He laps up all domains, and he loves a patio.” 
Then there’s “Pharmacist,” in which Rankin’s strong 
soprano voice periodically emerges for air from a woozy

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guitar haze. Always remains punk rock in the sense their 
short songs rarely overstay their welcome, like little bursts 
of energy leaving you wanting more. 

Elsewhere, Alvvays pays honor to its classic college 
rock influences like Teenage Fanclub and The Smiths 
with lines like “I dropped out, college education’s a dull 
knife, if you don’t believe in the lettered life,” from the 
song “Easy on Your Own.” 

Rankin explains that Alvvays never stopped writing 
music throughout the pandemic, and they were in the 
studio recording the follow-up to their 2017 sophomore 
album Antisocialites when lockdown came to Canada. 
That break gave Blue Rev new textures. 

“There were some later compositions that made it 
on to the album that I don’t think would exist if we didn’t 
have that time,” Rankin says, “and stranger ideas that I 
think were left in as a result of having that time as well.” 

On returning to life as a rock musician, performing 
on stage for audiences all over the world after so much 
time spent alone, Rankin says, “I’m learning how to be 
an extrovert again.” 

Last time they were in Eugene in 2018, Alvvays sold 
out Sessions — then Hi-Fi— Music Hall. That venue sadly

I'm a 71-year-old gay man married to a much younger man. That’s all fine, not rele- 
vant so much as just info. Fifteen years ago, | briefly took Prozac. While it dulled my 
sex drive, the orgasms | did manage to have while taking Prozac were off the charts. 
J even talked to my doctor about it at the time and he just sort of shrugged and said 
enjoy it. OK, fine. But a little more than 15 years later — off Prozac for most of that 
time (I didn’t stay on it long) — my orgasms are still off the charts. My husband’s last 
a kind of normal-ish five-to-eight seconds, but mine continues for a good 30 seconds 
and leaves me unable to function after. Possibly related, from time to time I get a short 
but slamming headache. | also very rarely experience unpleasant orgasm-related dis- 
orientation, like a sense of “déja vu” that lasts for hours. | have been to a neurologist 
about this but was offered no explanation. | worry these orgasms might be perma- 
nently debilitating to me. Do you think | could be harming myself with these massive 
mind-blowing events? | am having sex about twice a week and they are always like that. 


— Massive Orgasms And Neurological Symptoms 


Some people get intense headaches immediately before or after climaxing, and while “sex 
headaches,” as their doctors call them, can be extremely annoying, they’re not life-threat- 
ening. If you’re using Viagra or poppers (which should never be used together), that could be 
causing or worsening your sex headaches. 

As for your other symptoms, a recent study written up in The Times of London could of- 
fer some guidance. The study, published in a peer-reviewed medical journal, focused on post 
orgasmic illness syndrome (POIS), a rare sexual dysfunction that afflicts a tiny percentage of 
men. Basically, men can become allergic to their own sperm cells, and their own immune sys- 
tems mount aresponse to those “left behind” sperm cells that exit the balls but not the body. 

“Many health providers do not know about it, let alone the public,” the study’s lead author, 
Andrew Shanholtzer, a medical student at Oakland University, told The Times of London. “It 
is more than likely that it is underdiagnosed, with many sufferers out there.” 

Seeing as symptoms include feelings of fatigue, disorientation and headaches, along with 
an assortment of flu-like symptoms, MOANS, it’s possible that you’re one of those undiag- 
nosed sufferers. 

The study details how Shanholtzer treated a younger POIS sufferer whose symptoms 
sounded a lot worse (and a lot less fun) than yours: a cough, swollen lymph nodes, hives. The 
use of an antihistamine reduced the severity of this man’s symptoms by more than 90 per- 
cent. The study will be published in the November 2022 issue of Urology Case Reports (Post 
orgasmic illness syndrome successfully treated with antihistamine: A case report,” Shan- 
holtzer, et al), if you want to print it out, show it to your doctor, and give the recommended 
antihistamine — fexofenadine — a try. Or, hey, maybe it was the Prozac you briefly took 15 
years ago and an antihistamine won’t help. 

All that said, MOANS, we all gotta go sometime... and | can think of much worse ways than 
being taken out by a massive orgasm in my eighth decade of life.
